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NOTE 

This Catalogue should be attractive to collectors owing 
to its varied contents. The Manuscripts at the begin¬ 
ning are merely catalogued in brief, as I did not wish to 
lose time in announcing them to my patrons ; they are 
all of the highest importance. 

The section Americana is exceptionally strong, coming 
from the library of M. C. Lefferts of New York, and 
other sources. 

The last section consists chiefly of Standard English 
Works and literary nuggets; the books in this section 
are remarkable for their fine condition, the Standard 
Works being mostly in fine bindings by eminent binders, 
largely from the hands of Francis Bedford. 

The French section is also worthy of notice. 

It is my object in this Catalogue to confine myself to 
books suitable to the libraries of the most fastidious 
collector; I have therefore refrained from announcing 
duplicate copies of Standard AVorks which I have in 
stock in less elaborate condition. 

I mention this fact as many people think that my 
stock consists entirely of rarities and high-priced copies 
of books. 

It is my object to maintain a stock suitable both to 
collectors and to students; I, therefore, am in a position 
to supply good copies of good works at a moderate 
market price. 

Buying largely from private sources it is impossible 
to pass everything through my catalogues, collectors 
should, for this reason, not depend entirely on my 
catalogues, but communicate their wants to me.

44 The Confessio Amantis is the earliest English book which made 
its way beyond the limits of its own language. There exists a Spanish 
translation, dating apparently from the very beginning of the fifteenth 
century, in which reference is made also to a Portuguese version, not 
known to be now in existence, on which perhaps the Castilian was 
! based. This double translation into contemporary languages of the 
i Continent must denote that the writer’s fame was not merely insular 
in his life-time. 

44 With regard to the position of this book in the sixteenth 
century, the expressions used by Berthelette seem to me to imply 
something more than a mere formal tribute. This printer, who is 
especially distinguished by his interest in language, in the preface to 
his edition of the Confessio Amantis most warmly sets forth his author 
as a model of pure English, contrasting his native simplicity with the 
extravagant affectations of style and language which were then in 
fashion. In fact, when we compare the style of Gower in writing of 
love with that which we find in some of the books which were at that 
time issuing from the press, we cannot help feeling that the recom¬ 
mendation was justified. 

“Again, nearly a century later a somewhat striking testimony 
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to the position of Gower as a standard author is afforded by Ben 
Jonson’s English Grammar. The syntax contains about a hundred 
and thirty illustrative quotations, and of these about thirty are from 
Gower. Chaucer is cited twenty-five times, Lydgate and Sir Thomas 
More each about fourteen, the other chief authorities being Norton, 

Jewel, Fox, Sir John Cheke and the English Bible. 

“ Finally, our author’s popularity and established position as a 
story-teller is decisively vouched for by the partly Shakespearian play 
of Pericles. Plots of plays were* usually borrowed without acknow¬ 
ledgment ; but here, a plot being taken from the Confessio Amantis, 
the opportunity is seized of bringing Gower himself on the stage to 
act as Prologue to four out of the five acts, speaking in the measure of 
his own octosyllabic couplet, 

“ 4 To sing a song that old was sung 

From ashes ancient Gower is come,’ etc.”

It has not hitherto been recorded, I believe, that two editions of Tom Jones in six 
volumes were published in 174'.) ; though Lowndes mentions a reprint in four volumes. 
These editions are very similar, as both were set up from the same type, and contain 
the same number of pages, and the title-pages of copies of the second edition bear no 
indication of their being so. If the following points are borne in mind, however, no 
difficulty will be found in distinguishing them :— 

1. A leaf of errata contained in the first edition is not to be found in the second, 
as the errors are corrected, e.g.

** The title of Mr. Jennings’s book,‘ From an Indian College,’ gives no clae to its 
contents. It is, with the exception of one or two unimportant pieces, a fasciculus of 
eleven elegies, in the metre of Gray’s Elegy, all worked out in a very restrained and 
severe spirit, with great refinement of language and real depth of thought. We cannot 
deny that there is a certain sombre monotony of tone, but on the other hand it is a 
really original book, conceived and execated with lofty and dignified austerity. We 
should take exception to some of Mr. Jennings’s metrical cadences, but they are 
evidently deliberately adopted, and the device of substituting the choriambus (-oo-) for 
the double iambus (o-o-) at the beginning of a line is often admirably handled.

Many of those visitors to the Library of Trinity College, Cambridge, who have 
seen the open pages of this precious volume of MS. displayed in the glass case, must 
have wished for an opportunity of examining the whole volume. As this was not 
possible with the original, the Council of the College have had produced a most 
accurate facsimile, primarily for the members of their own Society, but with a limited 
number for the general public. 

The MS., according to tradition, came into possession of the College in 1691, with 
a large collection of books, the gift of Sir Henry Puckering, alias Newton. It was at 
a *later date discovered by Charles Mason, a Fellow of the College, and in 1736 the 
loose sheets were bound into a volume as they now appear. The volume consists of 
47 written pages, of which 40 are in Milton’s autograph. The contents are : Arcades ;

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A really historical account of the evolution of furniture still 
remains to be written. Attempts have been made at different 
times, principally by French writers, with illustrations of French 
work. Books, or rather Catalogues, descriptive of collections 
have also been done in this country, but, so far as the author is 
aware, no real literary production has ever appeared treating the 
subject historically with reference to the strange subjection of 
man’s wants to his environment, his religion, and his social 
surroundings. The book in question does not, of course, pretend 
to such a distinction; it is merely a descriptive outline of the 
origin of some of the forms involved in the examples illustrated. 
A really exhaustive attempt would require a much larger work, 
wholly literary. The subject is worthy of such a work. Italy, 
for example, to which country the French are indebted for their 
inspiration, has hitherto been neglected, and other countries 
very meagrely dealt with. 

The Pamham collection, a result of forty years’ judicious 
•election in many countries, contains a number of pieces of 
unique interest. The collection being inaccessible except to the 
owner’s intimate friends, an idea of its interest can only be 
obtained from the splendid volume now published. The 
frontispiece shows the Great Hall of Parnham House filled w'ith 
fomiture mostly of the date of the building (temp. Henry VIII), 
which latter for picturesqueness has few rivals in England. 
The introduction traces briefly the history of Parnham House, 
and comments on the Tudor style of architecture of which it is 
a good example. For much of the explanatory text, referring 
all too briefly to the origin and development of the styles of the 
different objects, the author is considerably indebted to French 
accounts, although some information has been extracted from 
English and Latin MSS. 

Particularly noticeable are three or four Cupboards unlike 
»ny seen in museums, a curious French Chair, a very fine 
English Settle, an Hour-Glass (temp. Henry VIII), a Persian 
Lady’s Pipe, some important specimens of Hindoo Pottery, 
» Venetian Pozzo or Well Head, and a Landier. 

Altogether the book is a welcome addition to the few really 
good books on furniture, and in excellence of printing, binding, 
and finish, is worthy of a place in any library.

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The illustrations, executed by Georges Michel Grivels and Willum 
Geiggs, are drawn from the best known examples in public and private 
collections. Selected by the author and reproduced in facsimile by a new 
process of printing in colour, these plates, for probably the first time in the 
history* of colour-printing, achieve the desired effect of accurate resemblance 
in tint, relief, and shade, to the originals. 

The fine decorative Art-work known as “ Old Wedgwood,’* although the 
one English Ceramic Art of the last century in which we are without rival, 
is but little known even to the art-world—probably because some of the finest 
examples are enshrined in private collections. The words “ Wedgwood 
Ware,” in this connection, often used to describe all Wedgwood, are 
misleading, and apply only to articles made for domestic and table use, 
osallj glazed and decorated, but rarely with ornaments in relief. 

Existing books upon the subject treat the two kinds of Wedgwood as 
one, and, when illustrated, rely either upon wood-engraving or photography, 
not always giving even the correct f6rm—never rendering the colour. For 
example, some tints of the old celadon-green and lilac are esteemed the most 
charming shades of colour ever produced in Ceramics. “ Wedgwood blue ” 
b a standard colour in decoration and textile fabrics; but there are not less 
than five shades of that colour found in examples of the old period. When 
we consider the combination of two and three colours, often found upon some 
medallions and vases, it will be seen that to do justice to these fine works 
the use of colour is imperative. 

Oriental Art, Furniture, Sculpture, Tapestry, Missals, Book-binding and 
other subjects, have been well illustrated in colour, but not Wedgwood. As 
rcgvds illustrated books it, in many cases, may be conceded that “ they order 
this matter better in France,” not so, however, in this particular instance, for 
the plates, at first produced in Paris, were afterwards undertaken by that 
well-known craftsman, Mr. William Griggs, with gratifying results to author, 
producer, and publisher. To say more xvould be to extol one portion of this 
vork at the expense of another, sufficient is it to say that Mr. Griggs has 
fully maintained the high standard of excellence set by his French 
predecessor. 

It having been thought that a permanent record of this English Art 
*oold be welcomed, the author, who has been familiar with the subject for 
nearly the number of years Wedgwood occupied in perfecting bis art, hopes 
to make this a standard work of reference. He has described the progress of 
the art from the inventor's first essay to wbat is known as “ the best period ” 
—he has given his readers the benefit of his experience and knowledge of the 
sobject—and has made a fitting memorial of the worthy and respected 
English inventor, whose epitaph justly describes him as one “ Who converted

In 1880 the Trustees of the British Museum 
acquired from Professor John Buskin a volume 
cf Italian drawings, which that gentleman had 
bought some fifteen years previously, at a time 
when the Trustees were unable to make the 
acquisition themselves. These drawings 
belong to the most interesting period of 
Florentine art, about 1460 a.d., and are 
unique in character and subject, representing 
the personages and events of sacred and 
profane history from the creation of man to 
the fonndation of Florence by Julius Cwsar. 
They are ninety-nine in number, each 
measuring thirteen inches high by nine inches 
wide, and are executed in pen-and-bistre and I 
bistre-wash, with an extraordinary richness 
and fancifulness of invention in matters of J 
costume, ornament, and decoration.

The drawings are without text, except! 
the names of the persons, which are inscrib 
on each subject, generally in a careless a 
unlearned vernacular orthography. T 
choice and order of the subjects were evidenl 
suggested by some General Chronicle 
Summary of universal history. Compilatic 
of this kind, founded on the works of so 
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tarly Christian Doctors as Eusebius, Orosius, j 
and Isidore of Seville, were common in the j 
Middle Ages and early Renaissance. Two of 
them had a great popularity in the last years 
of the fifteenth century: viz. in Italy the 
hfplementum Chronicarum of J. P. Foresti 
(Beigomensis), and in Germany and Italy as i 
well the Fasciculus Temporum attributed to | 
ft Carthusian monk, Werner Rolewinck. Both 
of these books were circulated in editions 
illustrated with wood-cuts ; and they were 
followed at Nuremberg, in 1493, by a far more 
ambitions and richly illustrated work on the ' 
same lines, the famous Nuremberg Chronicle I 
of Hartman Scbedel. 

The drawings of the present Florentine ! 
series are earlier in date than any of these 
printed histories, and are absolutely original 
ii design. No satisfactory guess as to their 
authorship had been made until Mr. Sidney 
Coliin, on whose advice they had been bonght 
by the Trustees, brought forward a number of 
converging evidences to show that they are in ; 
reality the work of the famous Florentine j 
goWmith, niello worker, and eugraver, Maso | 
Finipnerra (1426-1464). 

la his text, which comprises 42 pages of 
Introduction and 79 Interleaves facing the 
drawings, Mr. Colvin hopes both to have set 
forth in quite a new light the artistic 
penocatity of this master, and to have given 
an account, such as is not easily to be found 
elsewhere, of the sources and nature of those 
historical ideas by which his drawings are 
inspired. 

The plates have been produced by the 
Imperial Press at Berlin, under the personal 
aperinteudence of Dr. Lippmann. The 
execution has been a matter of great difficulty, 
many of them requiring to be printed in two, 
three.and in even four tints in order faithfully 
to render the delicacies of the original work. 

In addition to the ninety-nine full-page 
reproductions in collotype, the work is adorned 
vuh over a hundred subsidiary illustrations in 
the text. These are taken ^partly from 
contemporary works of sculpture, painting, 
ftsd architectural decoration, selected in order 
to illustrate the special artistic influences 
riikh surrounded and inspired the Master of 
the Chronicle Series, partly from certain 
drawings and engravings which can be proved 
« innnised to be by his own hand. The 
volume thus presents a new chapter in the 
hktory of Florentine art, illostrated with ] 
fthneet unprecedented richness and complete- 
new.

INTRODUCTION 


1 collection described in the following pages was bequeathed to the British Museum by Baron 
dnana Rothschild, who died on the 17th December, 1898. By the provisions of his will the 
Action is kept in a separate room apart from the similar objects already in the Museum. 

Baron Ferdinand had been a Trustee of the Museum since February, 1896, and had always taken 
interest m the acquisitions and arrangements. His own collections were of comparatively recent 
t. though his father. Baron Anselm Rothschild, had been an amateur of works of art, and some 
pieces in the present catalogue, such as the early enamel casket (No. 19), and the Demidoff shield 
»ere his purchases. 

Baron Ferdinand’s ambition was to possess a cabinet of works of art of the highest quality, and 
fraally to eliminate from the collection all that was in any respect of the second class.

Times are much changed since those palmy days of “ curios '* hunting, when a small group o 
intuitive and enthusiastic collectors started on their fascinating journey of discovery throng 
a rich, limitless, and still unexplored ground. In their haste to accumulate the marvels of art a 
workmanship with which they were confronted at every turn of the way, and in the happ 
possession of their ever-increasing hoard, they often remained indifferent as to the probah 
origin of all that fell into their hands ; indeed, admiring and enjoying all the more many mastei 
pieces, the work of unknown craftsmen, for the veiy mystery that surrounded them. Among] 
the choicest examples of ancient Ceramic art selected and treasured by these early collectors. tfc 
quaintly shaped and richly embossed vessels of old Stoneware had from the first been accorde 
a place of honour. The French antiquaries called them “ Gr&s de Flandres ” ; in England th 
name of “ Cologne Ware ” had been applied to them ; but in neither country had anyone take 
much trouble to ascertain the correctness of the designation, or to learn anything further coi 
cerning these valued specimens; a name had been found which described the ware in a genen 
way, and that was thought sufficient to satisfy all inquiries. 

Although the infatuation for ancient Stoneware, now raging throughout Germany, has tk 
yet reached onr country, a book on the subject does not, however, address itself to the Knghs 
reader without good cause. 

England has ever been the only place where the potters of Flanders and Germany have m< 
with serious competitors. Stoneware making was introduced here not long after it had originate 
abroad, and from that time forth it has never ceased to flourish and increase in important 
amongst us; from the time when John Dwight produced at Fnlham his admirable figure 
unequalled masterpieces of the art, down to the present day, when the manufacture auuu 
unrivalled for scientific and practical purposes, and, between the masterly hands of some of ot 
makers, the modem stone pottery continues to show that, for refiued treatment and ornament 
effectiveness, it can creditably compare with the best productions of the ancients. On th 
account alone this so far neglected chapter of Ceramic history would enlist the interest of all wl 
arc curious of retracing the sources of national art. By its illustrations, reproducing objec 
out of the usual rAnge of pottery work, it recommends itself to the art amateur in search < 
novelty; while to the decorative artist, or to the manufacturer, it may, perhaps, supply moi 
ttmn one happy suggestion.

The only comprehensive and general work, fittingly illustrated, upon the 
•comparatively few existing specimens which form the rarest department of 
Oriental Art, and which are scattered about in small groups in England, 
France, Germany, Italy and Egypt. The entire number of pieces comprising 
ft is under two hundred, and of these about one hundred are merely 
fragmentary remains. By actual inspection the author has examined a large 
proportion, and made his selection of those which are reproduced in the 
wrty-four plates, but many others besides are mentioned, or described and 
sketched in the illustrated text.

On this account most of the writers upon the subject have 
kdd diem to be of Cairene manufacture, while others have attributed some of 
than to Venetian fabrication. But Mr. Schmoranz has set out and fairly 
<*Ublished a different theory. For him they are all of Syrian origin and 
were produced in Damascus, Aleppo, or elsewhere in Syria, under the 
teaching or influence of Persian art and Persian art-craftsmen from Irak. 
They were fabricated mostly for princes and nobles of the monarchy that 
waited Egypt and Syria, and for general sale amongst the prominent 
personages of rich Egypt. The oldest existing specimens date from the 
beginning of the thirteenth century, and the most flourishing period of 
production was in the fourteenth century. It did not entirely fall off during 
the fifteenth, in which century it died out; but only few examples of this 
have remained and they are of inferior type. This serves to confirm the 
author's theory, for in 1402 Tamerlane carried away to Samarcand all the 
art-craftsmen of Damascus; and from that time onward the decoration of 
idles with coloured enamel on gold seems to have become a perishing art. 
Faience and metal took the place of glass, and glass itself took to new and 
easier modes of decoration, and the difficult but exquisite art which is 
illustrated in this volume passed entirely away. It has left behind it some 
beautiful examples of work in a material at all times difficult to save from 
accidents, and these, as they are here reproduced, amply justify their claim 
to be regarded as the highest decorative expression of mediaeval Oriental art.

44 It was the original intention of the Industrial Artf Section of the Handels-Museum, Vienna, 
to hold in the Spring of the present year a large exhibition of Oriental Metal Vases and othe 
branches of Oriental Metal work.

This the Sultan prized 
memento of the holy man, wearing it on his finger in battle. The people always call 
Baba the naked, and he was probably a calender who went about the streets of Han 
without any clothes on. His quatrains are now given in Persian, in English prose 
in a poetic version by Mrs. E. C. Brentton, which we may quote to show their qoi 
Here is a fair hit (for a holy man) at inconstancy in affection :— 

The Mountain Tulip lasts but seven days, 

The River Violet lives but seven days, 

And I will cry the news from town to town, 

That Rosy Cheeks keep faith but seven days. 

And the following lines show that he had some sense, for a madman :— 

Beset with Thorns and Thistles is thy road, 

Yet np to Heaven’s Gate such seed is sowed. 

If thou cans't leave thy flesh upon these thorns, 

Leave it, and travel with a lighter load. 

These verses may suffice to indicate that, to those interested in Persian poem 
mysticism. Naked Baba promises much; and it is certain that learning conld do no i 
to clothe him appropriately for English readers than has been done in this adnu 
book.”— Scotsman , January 30th, 1902.

Mr. Percy E. Newberry’s account of “ The Amherst Papyri,” treats of the 
Egyptian Papyri in the famous Egyptological collection of Lord Amherst of 
Hackney, “ the most important of the whole collection,” says Mr. Newberry. 
These papyri comprise not merely religious documents common to most 
collections, but early literary and legal papyri, a geographical papyrus, and 
other rare kinds.

demand for this class of work, however important and interesting 
it may be to specialists, is scarcely large enough to encourage at 
present the necessarily very heavy expenditure. Mr. Hazlitt has 
therefore committed to me the publication of a volume, which 
represents the gatherings of the last eight or nine years, not 
only from the sale rooms, where so many remarkable libraries 
have in this interval been dispersed, but from further labours 
at the British Museum and at the numerous collections deposited 
at Oxford and Cambridge. The result of all these manifold 
researches has been to bring together some thousands of titles, 
among which are numerous items of the first rarity and others 
derived from fragments of works hitherto and otherwise 
unknown. 

The impression of this new addition to the Hazlitt Series 
will be most strictly limited to one hundred and fifty copies, all 
of which, it is estimated, will be required for public institutions, 
so that any private buyer, desirous of possessing the volume, 
should forward his name and address to me as soon as possible. 
The price cannot be exactly fixed, as it will depend on the cost ; 
but the sole object will be to avoid actual loss.
